PARIS, June 5.—In this difficult 
and critical hour all eyes are turned 
toward the American troops which 
have already come and “those which 
are to follow. For everybody now 
agrees that if fhe Allies are to be 


saved at all it must be by American 


help. 

And they are going to be saved. 

If there were three months-more to 
transport, train, and organize, the 
problem would be simpler. But how- 
ever hard, it will be solved. The 
Germans~ well know _ how matters 
stand, and for that reason they are 
pushing for all they ‘are worth for a 
decision to forestall the American 
tide. ; 

The behavior. of our troops in Lor- 
raine, and moré recently at Cantigny 
in Picardy, left no doubt In the Ger- 
man mind of the kind of soldier. the 
American youngster trains into. They 
know how divisions trained under 
Pershing in France have turned out, 
and it is only a matter of ‘time and 
work to whip the new. material into 
shape. 

Of all the troqops in. the allied lines, 
the boche most ‘dreads the Canadians.

AMSTERDAM, June 5:—The. demand 


of the autocratic.and aristocratic Kreuz- 
Zeitung that the German Government 


should at once begin a -peace offensive 
and openly- proclaim its war and peace 
aims, attracted considerable attention in 
yesterday's German press. Theodor 
Wolff,. in the Berliner Tageblatt, sup- 
ports the demand, but utters a warning 
that if the demand. is replied to as ap- 
parently the Kreuz-Zeitung wishes, by a 
proelamation of “annexationist aims, then 
that is a sure way to rally all parties of 
England and France more determinedly 
under the flag of war.. He rejects such 
aims, and declares it to be the German 
democrats’ faith that ‘this gigantic 
war must only end in @ free under- 
standing.”’ 

The Cologne Gazette ‘supports the de- 
mand of the Kreu#Zeitung. It says: 
“The cleavage regarding war aims 
rends our people asunder and must 
under all circumstances come to an end. 
No time is more suitable for that than 
the present. We must strike the iron 
while it is hot. We .are convinced that 
the Kreuz-Zeitung’s demand rises not 
only from a.very general wish, but is 
also .the expression of our political 
need.”’ 

The same journal goes on to rejoice 
at. Vorwirts’s support of the demand, 
and hails that as a sign of agreement 
between the political extremes; and it 
proceeds ; 

‘‘ Every peace after victorious battles 
ig a peace of force and of understand- 
ing.’ It is not a matter of name, but 
of actual conditions. It is impossible to 
return to the status quo. Certainly we 
were driven on by no lust of conquest 
in 1914. But since then we have lived 
four yeafs.of world history, and by that 
experience we must measure the guaran- 
tees -we. require,”’ 

The: article concludes by saying, ‘‘ We 
réquire an understanding among our- 
selves before we can reach a peace by 
understanding with our enemies.’’

WITH THE ALLIED FIGHTING 
ARMIES, Jane 4.—American forces 
on the west side of the German sa- 
lient in the south won a notable 
victory late yesterday in a bloody 
fight for the woods of Veuilly-la- 
Poterie. The enemy launched a sav- 
age drive in an effort to strengthen 
his positions. At first the Ameri- 
cans were driven out of the wood 
with casualties, the Germans getting 
what was considered a strong hold. 
But Gur ‘men gathered strength and 
in a magnificent counterattack 
drove their. opponents. out of an im- 
portant position and retained pos- 
session of the woods. 

Yesterday the Germans launched 
an attack of shock troops, gaining 
@ passage across the: Marne at 
Jaulgonne. After they had gained 
a footing on the southern bank ‘they 
were met by an American attack, 
and machine gun bullets swept the 
structure on which. the Germans 
were crossing, and rushes of Amer- 
ican infantry forted the enemy back 
across the river. 

This was the second time Ameri- 
cans had prevented the Germans 
from crossing the ‘Marne in the 
southern part of the salient. 

Our troops were rushed from a 
distant training area, starting on 
Thursday. They arrived at the 
front Friday night, and the machine 
gunners, being ahead,: went into 
position, (at | Ch&teau-Thierry,) 
guarding four bridges across the 
Marne. They had been in line three 
hours when the German shock troops 
made a strong attempt-to cross the 
stream. 

The Americans, hidden along the 
southern ‘bank, kept them back 
twenty-four hours until the arrival 
of ‘strong forces of. French infantry 
and artillery. 

One American unit reached its po- 
sitions Sunday morning and. by 4 
o’clock had been in three fights, in 
one of which it drove the Germans 
back for two kilometers on a front 
of four kilometers. Our losses in 
this engagement. were light. 

French officers are lavish in 
praise of the fighting qualities and 
bravery of the American troops as 
demonstrated in their first partici- 
pation in a big battle. They trust to 
them to make a stroke if the enemy 
forces ‘his salient any deeper into 
France.

Neutral Steamer Eibs- 
vold Attacked Off Vir- 
ginia Capes. 
BARRED ZONE DISREGARDED 
| to Make 
Transports to Europe Safe 

from U-Boats. 


NO ADVANCE IN INSURANCE 


Officials See No Occasion for 
Alarm, and-the Raiders 
‘Have Caused None.

WASHINGTON, June 5.—German sub- 
marines are continuing their activities 
along the Atlantic coast in the face of 
the far-flung net of American : war- 
ships. 

This -was officially disclosed tonight 
when the Navy Department announced 
that the Norwegian steamship. Eibs- 
vold, 1,570 tons, had .been sunk yester- 
day afternoon by a submarine ‘about 40 
miles off the Virginia Capes, seven 
hours after the French steamer Radio- 
Feine hdd been attacked off the Mary- 
land coast. The Eibsvold was 25 miles 
nearer the shore when sunk than was 
the Radioleine when - attacked. 

The only conclusion to be-drawn from 
the latest announcement is that the 
submarines are playing a game of -hide 
and seek with. the nayy instead of 
nifig away. It was officially. confi 
today also that the American schogne? 
Samuel C. Mengel. had been sunk by a 
submarine at 6:30 o’clock June 3, 

This makes a total of twelve vessels 
officially. recorded -as victims of Ger- 
mage submarines along the coast, with 
gross tonnage of 26,202. This tonnage 
includes. the tanker Herbert S: Pra 
the largest of‘the lot, displacing 7, 
tons, which has been raised, and pro 
ably also the schooner Edna, 825 tons, 
unofficially reported as towed into port, 
so that the net loss is 18,677 tons, with 
the probability that the dist will be ex- 
tended. 

The announcement regarding the sink- 
ing: of the Eibsvold, made at 9 o’clock 
tonight, first gave her name ag the 
Gibs. Two hougs later the Navy De- 
partment correéted this and announced 
the correct name of the vessel as the 
Eibsvold, giving her tonnage as 1,570, 
and stating that she was built in 1902. 
The Navy .Department’s statement fol- 
lows: 

‘“‘The following has been received 
from a United States naval cargo ship: 

“*Aat6 P. M. on June 4 the steamship 
Eibsvold, Norwegian, was gunned arid 
sunk by an enemy submarine a t 
Yorty miles -off the Virginia Capes. e 
entire crew was rescued by this naval 
vessel on the afternoon of June 5 and 
fs proceeding to an Atlantic port.’ ”’ 

. May Bar Coast te Neutrals. 

The destruction of the Eibsvold bringt 
a new. element into the situation, as ‘it 
involves the sinking in American waters 
of.a neutral vessel. It» is nothing un- 
usual. for the German sea boat Cap- 
tains to sink neutral vessels, including 
those. of Norway, outside;of the sub- 
marine -war zones that Germany has 
arbitrarily established on the high seas, 
but the Bibsvold is the first neutray 
vessel known to have been sunk in 
the present U-boat descent on the 
Americgh cobst. 

The declared submarine zones are 
those surounding the British. Isles, the 
islands off the Spanish and African 
coasts, the French coast, the Mediter- 
ranean coasts and the Arctic coast of 
Russia. 

It would- net be surprising to learn 
that German has declared, or will de- 
clare, the American coasts barred zones, 
into which neutral vessels may venture 
only at their peril, but this will not alter 
the practical aspects of the: case, as 
it is. believed’ the German submarine 
commanders have orders to sink cer- 
tain neutral vessels as well as those 
of belligerents, opposed to Germany. 

The scene of the sinkings! covers a 
broad stretch. of coast from the Vir- 
ginia Capes to*the New Jersey coast. 
Two vessels were sunk on May 25, one 
on May, 26, and one on May 28, before 
it was officially admitted that German 
submarines were near our coasts. On 
Sunday came the haul of five vessels off 
the New Jerbey coast, and the da ng 
of the tanker Pratt off the seaatigaee ck :

Tanker Steered to Screen Its 
Approach, but U- Boat Saw 
~ It in Time: to Submerge~

WASHINGTON, June > $—How the 
French steamer Radioleine encountered 


Fsolaeht in-the gratis iimiemary of the 
French Captain's report: 
~“ The submarine was so. big, that at 


first the lookout, ‘thought it. was an 
American. destroyer. ‘He was about six 
miles distant from the Radioléine. The 
submarine when sighted lay about two 
lengths from a thrée-masted sailing ship, 
and the lookout reported it to the Cap- 
tain as a@ destroyer. But the Captain, 
with his glasses, recognized it as a sub- 
mariné.’ The Captain was in doubt AS 
to the nationality,-so didnot fire, but 
Manned his guns. He changed his course 
from’ éast to- west and the submarine 
opened fire,’ but the Frenchman.  sstill 
held. his fire until’ the ‘submarine fired 
the second time. Then he fired; range 
about 12,000 meters. The French ship 
fired’ in al] three shots. -All the sub- 
marine’s shots wént over. He kept a 
direct course, and did not zigzag. The 
submarine fired ‘between’ fifteen and 
twenty shots. The Frenchman heard 
two shots about fifteen minutes before 
he sighted the submarine. He believes 
that thése shots were fired to stop the 
sailing vegael. 


‘Shots Went Over. 


‘‘The submarine lay broadside to the 
Radioleine when the Captain. sighted 
her.” Apparently some one from the 
submarine was on board the’ sailing 
ship.” Whether or not their boarding 
Party was, taking stores, he was uncer- 
tain. At no time was the submarine 
eloser’than six miles to the Radioleine 
The Radioleine was* making good speed 
while .getting.away. No shots had hit 
her, no damage was. done,. and there 
were no cagualties.- No flags were vis- 
ible'-on the submarine. Before the 
Radioleine fired she hoisted the French 
colors. The schooner mentioned, was a 
three-masted schooner with all gails set. 
No flage .were discernible, therefore 
the namé and nationality were unknown 
to the Radioléine.

After about twenty minutes ae 
ship began to settle by .the head. he 
then turned over on her starboard aa 
and gradually went down head first 
until she assumed a vertical position, 
leaving about 100 feet of her stern 
straight up in the’air.

SAYS RAID MAY BE HERE. 


Hurd Thinks Germans Hope to 
Weaken Patrol in European Waters. 
Special Cable to. Tom New YORK TIMES. 


LONDON, Thursday, June 6,—Archi- 
bald ‘Hurd, writing in The Daily Tele- 
graph, says: 

“The U-boat raid in American waters 
isa demonstration intended to upset 
because 
anything like a long continued cam- 
paign on shipping so far away from 
German bases cannot be maintajned, 

“These particular submarinés, the 
number of. which is probably : small, 
must have traveled nearly 3,500 miles 
to reach the American coast. They will 
expend fuel in chasing merchantmen 
and then they will have to. cover 8,500 
miles‘in order to return home. 

‘Such visitations may be of sporadic 
occurrence. They may last for a week 
or two in each case, but they will not 
seriously affect Atlantic shipping. 

** What influence they will have on 
the plans of. the naval authorities in 
this country ahd the United States is 
another matter. The enemy no doubt 
hopes. that fresh dispositions will be 
made to the weakening of the patrol in 
European waters. That result would 
suit the Germans’ purpose admirably, 
because they realize that dispersion: of 
the forces engaged in combating sub- 
marine piracy would at once ease the 
situation on this side, which may soon 
become intolerable to crews engaged in 
the effort to maintain the campaign in 
face of increasingly successful counter- 
measures. 

“The U-53, which went to Newport, 
was a vessel of about 800 tons. It is 
possible that the vessels engaged in the 
raid now reported are no larger, but the 
probability is that they are of twice 
that displacement at least, if they 
were built like the one. sunk by a 
British submarine on May 11, and more 
or less on the model of the Deutschland, 
which displaced nearly 2,000 tons.’’ 


FIRES AT SUPPOSED U-BOAT. 


American Freighter Lookout Thinks 
He Saw a Periscope. 


AN ATLANTIC PORT, June 5.—An 
American armed freight steamship 
which arrived here today from an 
Italian port fire a number of shots 
Menday aftérnoon at what was believed 
to be.a German submarine in a location 
described as about 100 miles off Barne- 
gat Light, the officers of the vessel 
said. 

‘** We had received wireless warnings 

to look. out for enemy U-boats,”’ the 
officer said, ‘‘and had cnanged our 
course from the one usually followed to 
bring us to port. Our nners were on 
the alert with double lookouts posted. 
A ‘mass of wreckage was seen, and 
near it what appeared to be a periscope. 
We took no chances, and our guns, both 
fore and aft; discharged seyeral shots 
each. If it was 'a periscope, whatever 
it was attached to undoubtedly was hit 
more than once. : » 
“*©PThe using of the ship’s armament 
so close to:the port of destination was 
simply a continuation of a voyage of 
excitement, lasting three weeks. The 
first day out from the Italian port sub- 
marine chasers which were ‘convoying 
us sighted two submarines and got one 
of them with depth bombs. Near Gibral- 
tar we had another &care, and a sub- 
marine was_chased away by the vigor- 
ous use of our guns.” 


LINER CAPTAINS EXPECTED IT. 


Atlantic Commanders Are Prepared 
for Attack at Any Time. 


LONDON, June 5.—The Captains of 
vessels in the trans-Atlantic service 
have been expecting submarines off 
American ports for months past, and 
most of them have prepared for any 
emergency the first night out. There- 
after all the way across to Europe on 
most of. the liners lifeboats: remained 
lowered and instructions were given to 
passengers regarding lifejackets. 

On the transports the soldiers wear 
lifejackets almost from the time they 
go aboard. Of lat+, the lookout forces 
have been doubled ,t night, and through- 
out the voyage the watchers are almost 
moll as when nearing European 
waters. 


SHIP INSURANCE UNCHANGED. 


Treasury Holds That U-Boat Danger 
Does Not Justify Higher Rates. 
WASHINGTON, June 5..— Submarine

insurance rates, the Tréasury announced 
today. The rate.on life insurance for 
officers and crews of merchant vessels

LEWES,. Del., June 5.—German sub- 
marine raiders, before they fled from 
the scene of their piracy off thé Jersey 
Coast, atterhpted to shut the gateway 
to Philadelphia by’ strewing mines be-' 
low the Delaware Capes. Eleven of 
these mines have been found by naval 
boats and minesweepers. Two of them 
were exploded last night and another 
this ‘morning by rifle fire. Eight others 
were picked up ‘“‘alive’’ and brought 
into the naval station here. Upon ex- 
amining them, naval officers are cer- 
tain that they are of German manu- 
facture, evidently placed by the U-boats 
in the hope of placing a barrier at the 
mouth of the bay: But the minesweep- 
ers have been on the alert. There is 
a. possibility that.one ship may havo 
been damaged by striking a German 
mine. This is the tanker Herbert L. 
Pratt, previously reported as torpedoed 
off Cape Henlopen on Monday night. 

Examination of the hole-in the tank- 
er’s hull today indicated that it may 
have been a mine, not-a torpedo. which 
stopped the vessel. Even this is not 
the wreck that first feare had it. and

They 
pumped the oil from one tank and the 
stip raised itself slightly; another tank, 
and there was a perceptible difference. 
When four tanks of. oil were pumped 
out, the ship righted itself and the crew 
went back on board. °

ATLANTIC CITY FLEET SAFE. 


12 Fishing Boats, Thought to Have

The relief felt was increased further 
when Samuel P. Leeds, President’ of 
the Chamber of Commerce, announced 
the receipt of authoritative informa- 
tion that’ a dozen large smacks of the 
Atlantic City fishing fleet, which, it 
was feared, might have been destroyed 
by the German raiders, were safe in 
Southern waters. he 

Curtis Milton, skipper of one of the 
boats of the fleet, communicated that 
he was at Chincoteague, Va., a consider-, 
able distance below the zone of the re- 
cent U-boat operations. The ‘‘ lost” 
fleet had been following the run of fish 
up the coast from the south, and has 
been at no time in danger. The news 
brought rejoicing to the families of more 
than a hundred men, who have been in- 
tensely worried since the publication of 
the reports that the fleet had been 
rounded up and destroyed by the Ger-

Commander Conn declared yesterday 
that he had become convinced that a re- 
port had been spread far and wide that 
the navy needed no more men and that 
it had stopped recruiting men. Just 
what the source of this report was, Com- 
mander Conn did not know. He stated, 
however, that its plain effect was .to 
defeat the {interest of recruiting and that 
it had no justification in facts. © 

“The report -is absolutely. false,” he

SAYS SEVEN WERE DROWNED 


Carolina’s Chief ‘Engineer Tells of 
Fight to Save’ Others. 


LEWES, Del., June 5.—The statement 
that sixteen persons. were lost during 
the. storm of Sunday night from the 
motorboat which contained survivors of 
the torpedoed’ steamship Carolina was 
made upon the authority. of George 
Howard, deck steward. Today Christian 
Nelson, Chief. Engineer of the lost ship, 
stated that only seven were lost from 
the boat. 

Nelson was in charge of the motor 
launch which contained the nineteen 
survivors brought here’ by a_ British 
steamship which picked them up. ‘Nel- 
son said those drowned were the chief 
purser,. the first assistant engineer, one 
male passenger, a2 negro woman passen- 
ger, a stewardess, a deck steward, and 
a fireman. Nelson told today of. the 
terrible experience of the survivors after 
leaving ‘the Carolina, 

“It was getting dark and a storm 
was brewing,” he said. ‘‘ We were in 
No. 5 boat and we rowed up to No. 1 
boat, which’ was motor driven, but 
the twenty-four persons in it were un- 
able to start: the engine. I climbed 
aboard witn my assistant and we 
finally started the engine and took No. 
5 in tow. In this way we headed for 
shore in the face of a heavy gn and 
with terrific thunder and. lightning 
breaking upon us. The hawser to the 
other boat broke and we went back 
and picked her up. It broke -again 
and ve repeated.. The rope broke for 
the third time. We went back, but 


could find no trace of the boat. We 
have since. learned. that she was 


picked up. 

“All of this time the, storm was w- 
ing worse and finally gur motor boat 
overturned. -All were thrown into the 
Everybody had on lifebelts and 
we mteanaged to keep afloat. After a 
great effort, I right the boat and 
climbed aboard. hen over the side 
came a young Porto Rico girl. Never 
in my life have I seen a woman take 
@ man’s place as she. é 

‘* Neither of us could make the other 
understand, but she knew what to do 
without being ‘told. The boat was half 
filled with water, and we bailed it out, 
working until near daybreak. Then we 
started to pick up those floating in the 
water. Some had lost. their lffe belts 
and’ were clinging to the boat. .We 
found, \however, only nineteen: of the 
twenty-six. The other seven had dis- 
appeared. We were. then adrift in a 
waterlogged boat in which the engine 
would not work. We hung.a shirt out 
on @ pole, and a British tramp picked us 
up and brought us here.”’ | ae

It is experience 
and technique-that are now required 
te enable the Americans to do the job 
they have come here to do. 

¢ Partly to satisfy in’ some small 

‘Measure at least the ‘American desire 
'. for knowledge about our troops—where 
they are, how they aré, what they are 
doing, and all the rest—I give some 

facts about personal friends whom I 

"met und whose experiences parallel 

those of many others. . 

’ On the third day of our trip we 

reached a unit in which I hoped to 
.; find a young officer with whom I had 

-. deen associated in America. We began 

making inquiries as we reached the 
@ivision area, and within a few 
/wainutes we drove into his billet on 

the outskirts of a pretty French vil- 

lage which was the headquarters of a 

battalion. 

_.I was lucky enough to find him 
at home. He is a Princeton man, who 
"left ideal business surroundings to 

. *take training at Plattsburg, and by his 
MAtural qualifications and hard work

only there were enough of such youns 
officera—men who do not need the 
compulsion of battle conditions to 
Make them take and give discipline 
and willing to work all day and all 

/ might to attain efficiency—it would not 
Require many weeks to whip our re- 
its into shape. I shall describe 
things which happened to him,

he went to the front line of trenches 
and spent three days and three nights 
to find out just what he and his men 
were going to be up against. He was 
in charge of a party, and they trav- 
eled in a lorry to a point in the line 
about forty miles distant, where 
things were fairly lively at the time. 
The Captain was taken to the Gen- 
eral’s mess, but slept on the ground 
ina tent. The next morning an Eng- 
lish Major accompanied him to the 
second line of trenches. On the way 
they had an experience with a sniper. 

“ Watch out! ” cried the Major; and 
the Captain heard a bullet singing 
overhead, which was his first expe- 
tience in being directly fired at. 

A tour was made of the trenches, to 
see how things were done. The next 
day the Captain heard that Head- 
quarters was planning to send a little 
party into the German lines. to get 
prisoners, and he thought it would 
be a good chance to go over the top. 
So he asked permission .to join. 

There were nine men and a Lieu- 
tenant, besides the American Captain. 
After they got into No Man’s Land 
the Haison did not work properly, and 
the party found themselves somewhat 
uncomfortably between the fire of 
the boche and their own trench mor- 
tars. 

The next day the Captain was talk- 
ing to a group in a support trench. 
He stepped away to another point, and 
almost immediately thereafter the Ger- 
mans put down a salvo on the exact 
spot where he had been standing, 
killing three and wounding several 
others of the party. The whole post 
was wiped out. 

That night the Captain ant at a 
first-aid dressing station near the 
front trenches. 

About 2 o’clock the next morning 
there was a cry, “ The boche is in the 
trenches! ”’ 

The Captain went down to see what 
was going on. They had one wounded 
German officer, and. were trying to 
save his life in the hope of getting in- 
formation from him. The boche had 
sent a raiding party over for prisoners. 

Quick End of a Boche. 

Another incident was the. following: 
An English Sergeant said he suddenly 
heard the word “.Prisonnaire” at his 
elbow, and turning around saw a lone 
German. The Sergeant was on him so 
quickly that the boche dropped his 
rifle, whereupon the Sergeant choked 
him to death. The Captain reached 
the spot just in time to see the end of 
the performance. Later he went back 
to where they had the wounded Ger- 
man officer, and used his French in 
assisting in the questioning. The Cap- 
tain took away the helmet and boots 
of the dead German as souvenirs of 
his first experience in the trenches. 

After exchanging experiences and 


| talking of home affairs, the Captain 


showed me his billet, which was in a 
small dairy farm. The officers occu- 
pied part of the house, while the men 
had taken possession of the substan- 
tial barn. At the officers’ mess, near 
by, we had a hearty meal of beef and 
vegetables. 

In the afternoon, Decoration Day 
was celebrated by a parade and base- 
ball and other games. Although it 
was a holiday, the Captain was busy 
Managing the company affairs, for in 
the course of the afternoon there came 
an order for another change in the 
battalion headquarters. They had only 
arrived three days before, but the 


army policy is to keep.the men moving 


as a part of their training: 

The next morning, early, the Cap- 
tain, who had insisted on my taking 
his room and himself sleeping in a 
tent in the yard, woke me up so that 
the orderly could help me pack. It 
hadn’t been much of a night for sleep- 
ing, as the boche aviators had been 
moving across constantly. All the area 
oceupied by the Americans is now re- 

ing these nocturnal attentions. . 





his Major having been injured in an 
accident, he was to have command of 
the battalion that day, and he .was 
therefore very busy. . So we had no 
more time for personal talk. I stcod 
in the middle of a tiny square and 
watched the soldiers marching by—an 
affecting sight, as I thought of the 
homes they had left, the distance they 
had come, and the hardships and dan- 
gers they were facing. 

I realized that the move théy were 
making that morning was but another 
step of a few miles toward. the great- 
est battle men had ever fought—per- 
haps ,twenty Gettysburgs in one. 
Rumors were afloat that these troops 
would soon be in action. . 

At 9 o'clock the Captain came up to 
wheré I was standing with his orderly: 
and horse. He had just finished the 
job of accounting for his company ex- 
penses, to each detail of which he had 
been characteristically faithful. There 
was a cheery good-bye. He sprang 
on his horse and tretted briskly to join 
his troops marching by and whistling. 
They turned into a narrow street and 
I watched them out of sight, the 
Captain riding in the rear of the 
column. 


Disclpline That Betters Youth. 
In the same neighborhood there was 
& machine gun unit in which another 


young officer, also a Princeton man, 
was serving, and I drove over to.see 
if I could find him. On the way they 
told me the unit had moved toward 
the front; but again I played in luck, 
for just as we pulled up I saw the boy 
walking jauntily toward the camp en- 
trance. 

He had no idea who it was that 
getting out of the car, and his sur- 
prise was greatly enjoyed. We went 
immediately to his hut, where he in« 
troduced me to his Captain, also a 
Plattsburg volunteer, and one of the 
keenest and gamest officers I have 
met anywhere. 

My friend shows the wonderful ef- 
fect of soldiering. A year ago he was) 
the typically bright careless young-‘ 
ster. I found him a transport officer, 
having charge ofa great number of 
horses and grooms, and all the camp 
supplies. 

“ When we go to Maine in Summer 
father won’t have to check the trunks 
any more,” he said. 

On every hand there is similar evi- 
dence of the effect of military dis- 
cipline on our youth. They are get- 
ting the sort of training over here 
that makes soldiers. 

““Oh, if we had only had the same 
rigid methods in our home camps! ” 
exclaimed one young officer. 

The sight of women working in the 
fields goes against the grain of our 
farmer boys. I saw two husky Ameri- 
can soldiers wielding a hoe while 
grateful women rested in one field we 
passed. One woman took advantage 
of the American gallantry to nurse her 
baby, for she was tending it in a per- 
ambulator which she wheeled around 
with her over the roads. 

The Major General of one division 
eontaining many men from the. Mis- 
souril Valley told me he thought his 
men the most likely lot he had eyer 
seen. Mentally, morally, and physi- 
cally, they were as near perfect from 
the viewpoint of making soldiers as” 
they could possibly be. The General 
chuckled as he talked of what these 
fellows would do after they got a little 
training. 

Assembling such numbers from such 
a distance in such a time is a per- 
formance that takes Europe’s breath. 
It is one of those instances of effi- 
ciency in emergency peculiar to Amer- 
ica.

I am not permitted te. tell just where 
they are. 

¥ have been all along the battleline 
and have paid special attention to 
the sectors held by the Americans 
and have learned from French offi- 
cers their high opinion of the per- 
formances of our troops in the first 
great battle in which they have been 
engaged. When the fine exploits 
of the war are permanently re- 
corded attention must be paid to the 
performance of certain machine gun 
units of our army. A larger unit 
to which they belonged loaded into 
motor trucks and trains in the after- 
noon, traveled gll that night and next 
day, reaching its destination, an im- 
portant point on the Marne, at 10 
e’clock that night. Three hours later 
shock troops of the German Army 
tried to cross the Marne right where 
the Americans guarded the bridges. 
Our machine guns “were carefully 
camouflaged in buildings and cel- 
lars. The allied artillery had not 
yet come up in strength, and the 
Germans had little trouble in reach- 
ing the northern bank of the river, 
but that was as far as they got. 

The Americans played their rat, 
tling pieces on those bridges and 

punished the German shock troops 
all that night and repulsed an, at- 
tack next morning just as reinforce- 
ments arrived. 

I looked down over a hill to where 
the Americans were helping hold 
that all-important line. I couldn’t 
see them, but every now and then a 
“ rat-tat-tat” like a steam hammer 
told that they were busy. Their 
losses in this fight were small com- 
pared with the casualties, inflicted 
on the German shock troops. French 
officers are lavish in their praise 
of the exploit. 

Our Men Go to Battle Singing. 

As I went back down the road I 
met American infantrymen coming 
up to go into the line. They were 
singing an old army song ending: 
“And they couldn’t beat the in- 
fantry in a hundred thousand years,” 
and as they neared the top of the hill 
T heard some one start a ditty which 
goes; “— — Kaiser Bill!” and 
they all took it up. 

At another point on the salient 
American units arrived after a 
forced march and got into line yes- 
terday morning. Just after noon 
the ‘enemy:-launched an attack 
against them. Their line held, and 
they even advanced it a little. An 
hour and a half later another as- 
sault was repulsed.. Several miles 
south was a deep German wedge, 
where a local drive had succeeded 
before the allied reserves arrived. 
The order to straighten the line was 
given, and the American infantry 
went forward with practically no 
artillery aid and on a front of two 
and a half miles drove the Germans 
back, an average of nearly a mile. 
Then they reported tersely to the 
French commanders that the line 
had been. straightened as ordered. 

As I left the sector more Ameri- 
cans were going into the line. All 
were in the best spirits, singing and 
cheering. Because of a change in 
plans several units were caught at 
nightfall where no billets were avail- 


was/able and spent the night under the 


stars.. However, the weather was 
perfect. There was but one senti- 
ment among the men visited in the 
bivouaes just back. of the lines, and 
that was, “Let us get in it!” I 
talked to the officer commanding 
the unit, and he said: “ All I wish 
for is to get that bunch of boys up 
against the same number-of Ger- 
mans in one of these big. open fields. 
There would be nothing to it. Wait 
a few days and see.” 

The passage of many thousand 
allied soldiers had beaten the roads 
to a fine dust, and ‘white powder 
covered everything, but did not hide 
the fine spirits and appearance of 
these American soldieérs. 

The use of our troops as part of 
the allied reserves is an excellent 
illustration of the working of the 


junified command. Frenth, British, 


and Americans are all mixed to- 
gether and are working as perfectly 
as cogs in one big machine. It is 
also proof that the Americans have 
definitely arrived as a real addition 
to the allied strength. They have 
proved that their training has been 
good by their gallant action under 
new conditions. Of course the Ger- 
mans did not have the amount of 
artillery generally used, because it. 
had not yet been brought up. 

Americans ‘who feel that their 
country has not played a sufficiently 
large réle in the war so far may now 
know with satisfaction that their 
soldiers in large numbers are be- 
tween the Germans and Paris, be- 
tween the Kaiser and victory.

The Americans each dug 
ih, and went at it like experienced 
hands. One of the American officers 
said: .

“It ts realized that it took the Anglo- 
Frénch Armies ten days to bring to a 
standstill the German offensive « in 
Pitardy .at» the end of March, whereas 
only séven have been required to stop 
the” far more cunningly prepared on- 
slaught of the last week. : 

‘Guns Back Counterattacks. 


Wholesale slaughter of Germans again 
has begun, as in the days .6f the 
Pieardy battle. Only during the last 
forty-eight hours have the French com- 
muniqués again begun to mention the 
heavy enemy losses. .The reason is not 
far to seek. French artillery now has 
been got into position and is’ making 
itself felt on the thickly massed enemy 
divisions that are trying to force their 
way across the Valois country toward 
Paris. 

German. losses were exceptionally 
“heavy yesterday, largely because the 
enemy still is lacking the support of 
his/artillery. French qgunterattacks, on 
the .other hand, are now substantially 
- backed with guns and lost. ground is 
being won back in. several directions. 
Maddened by seeing their gains slipping 
from’ them, the German attacks ‘on lost 
positions were unceasing yesterday, and 
fresh’. troops were thrown in. time after 
time, regardless of the cost, in an effort 
to regain the lost positions. Yesterday 
probably marked the heaviest losses the 
Germans have Jere since the present 
offensive be » 

Without ¢ ae so far as to say the 
stabftization has yet been actually ac- 
complished, the situation this morning 
is’ ‘more satisfactory than at any other 
period’ since the battle -began. But the 
critical period may yet return. So far 
asthe present effort of the Germans to 
reach the valleys of the Oise and the 
Marne, and push on toward Paris is 
concerned, the French are probably well 
able: to maintain the undoubtedly strong 
P s they hold on the high ground 
covered by forests in the angle of the 
Marne -and the Oise, which covers the 
capital. : 

But. as Major de Civrieux points 
out in the Matin, two of the arfnies 
which are among -those under the 
command of the Crown Prince have not 
yet been engaged in the present battle, 
and may be brought into action at some 
other point any moment.

RUSSIA AND UKRAINE 
CANNOT FRAME PEACE 


Delegates All at Loggerheads 
Over Terms—Violent Debate. 
Over Separate Diplomats.

BBRNE, June 5.—Dr. Wertheimer, the 
Kiev correspondent of the Frankfurter 
‘Zeitung, ‘wiring to his paper, gives a 
rather depressing account of the present 
stage of the peace negotiations between 
Russia and the Ukraine. Delegates on 


both sides are reported to be disputing 
one ancther’s ‘authority to adopt de- 
cisions, consequently the fourth plenary 
meeting _; ig ates lasted only a few 
minutes. ertheimer adds: 

‘“* One ae. “still entitled to hope that 
yesterday’s meeting might do some real 
work, and although ‘this fifth session 
actually sat over four and a half hours, 
it did not come to a decision on a single 
point under discussion."’ 

There are four principal points in dis-: 
pute: 1, Frontier delimitation; 2, re- 
patriation of Ukrainians from Great 
Russia; 8, return of the railway stock 
belonging to the Ukraine, and, 4, the 
Ukrainian demand for independent diplo- 
matic representation. 

The proposals of the two sides for 
fixing the northern frontier vary by as 
much as sixty-five miles, and the dis- 
puted area contains important railway 
junctions and: industrial areas. 

The Kussians oppose ‘the second point 
because if the Ukrainians (a Ukrainian 
is anybody who is recognized .as such 
by the Ukrainian Government) are re- 
patriated and allowed to remove all 
their property, it. will mean the. break- 
ing of the present:law, according to 
which only money in the most limited 
ge is allowed: to leave Russla.

Foch Now Has the Advantage 
, Of Position, General 
Maurice Says. — 


OPERATING INTERIOR LINES 


His. Reserves Coming Up Faster 
Than the Enemy’s—New Sur- 
prises Forecast.’

LONDON, June 5.—The ' battlefront 
from Noyon to Ch&ateau-Thierry: is be- 
coming stabilized, to borrow.a term from 
our French friends, and since the con- 
ditions now are all in favor of stabili- 
zation it should ‘continue with little 
more than local developments. ‘When 
the battle started, the Crown Prince had 
his reserves near the centre of a rough 
semicircle and moved them rapidly to 
the circumference, his striking force be- 
ing, as it were, disposed along the stick 
of an umbrella. By his advance the 
umbrella has beén forced inside. out,. 
and ‘the position, therefore,- has -begn 
reversed. Foch’s reserves are now 6n 
the inside of the semicircle, the. Crown 
Prince’s on the outside, while, further, 
Foch’s railways are intact and those 
running to the enemy’s new front can- 
not yet be in working order. The allied 


reserves must, therefore; now bé reach- 
ing “the battlefront’ faster than the 
eremy’s, and if. the Crown Prince pro- 
pvuses to continue the battle on the pres- 
ent front he must be prepared for a 
siugging, match and, at best, slow pro- 
gress at great .cost. . 


Germans Need a Wider Front. 


Ever since Verdun, German opinion’ 
has been ‘set against what they call the 
dauerschlacht, that is a long hammer- 
and-tongs fight: The probabilities are, 
therefore, that the present *phase of the 
third German offensive of the campaign 
of 1918 is nearing its end, though it is 
possible the Germans may keep yp the 
pressure for a time with the object of 
either drawing in more of the allied re- 
serves or of tying down those they have 
already drawn in. One would expect the 
next stage to take the form of a fur- 
ther extension of’ the battle north- 
ward toward Montdidier, where the 
Americans have lately distinguished 
themselves by: a highly successful local 
attack, for, if stabilization is to be 
avoided, the battle of movement kept 
alive, and the advance southward 
toward Paris to be continued, the. ene- 
my requires a wider front of attack in 
order that by progress in one part of 
the hattlefield he may enforce with- 
drawal in another. 

Whether the enemy can at once pro- 
jong his line of battle in‘ this way must 
depend y pogs 4 on what preparation he 
has made to the north of the Oise.

‘Trepre- 
sentative of any foreign paper. } The 
Bolshevik diplomat spoke on the whole 
optimistically of the general drift. of 
events in Russia during the last few 
months. 

“One of the most scoemiannds things,” 
phe’ said, ‘is the steady growth of the 
new Red Atmy. Its diseipline already 
jg ‘better than that of the old one. Its 
members so far have .been recruited 
from town and. factory workers, who 


haye not grown. stale like the Peasant 
soldiers after, three years of active 
service. We shall, nevertheless, ‘take 


ing in villages and towns and all neces- 
sary. steps toward raising the fighting 
capacity. of our new army, which 


already is. by no means negligible. 

‘* Our greatest difficulty has been the 
breakdown of the transport service. 
This was. the principal cause of our 
inability @o resist the German advance 
after we had broken off negotiations at 
Brest-Litovsk. With our other com- 
munications in the state they were last 
February resistance would have been 
quite impossible. Since then, however, 
the situation has improved for two rea- 
sons. Our army has| now been com- 
pletely remobilized, 
the trains are'no longer overcrowded— 
which, puts it mildly—by soldiers return- 
ing from .the front or traveling for 
various reasons to and ‘from the front. 
In thessecond place a ntimber of mu- 
nition works have been converted for 
the task of repairing rolling stock. 

“The new, disciplined Red Army, too, 
will not allow joy riding on the part of 
its members. The chief difficulties of 
the Government are all bound up with 
the transport problem. Once we have 
solved that everything will be much 
simpler.”’ 

**‘What about. the situation as regards 
the revolution in. general?’’. I asked, 

‘“*In Germany, although discontent is 
certainly consicerable, signs of a revo- 
lution just now are invisible,’ he frank- 
ly admitted, :‘‘ but in Austria—and here 
I speak not as a diplomat, for I have no 
direct evidence, but as a revolutionist 
of many years’ experience—everything 
points to an early outbreak. At present

THE DRAFT REGISTRATION. 
“rhe other day Mr, SCHWAB ex- 
claimed to the workers ata shipyard: ' 
“The rate you are now turning out, 
“ships is making the Kaiser ill.” 
What, then, will be‘the Kaiser’s state 
of mind when he learns that America 
can count every year.upon the serv- 
ices of nearly a million men who reach 
the age of 217 ‘The exact figures 
will be known as soon as the returns 
of yesterday’s registration are “in. 
Wars are won by young men, in fact 
by the youngsters. In’ his message. 
to the 1918 class of registrants Gen- 
eral CROWDER said: 

On the 5th of June, 1917, just one 
year ago tomorrow, occurred one of 

the most memorable events in the his- 
tory of democratic institutions. On 
that day 10,000,000  self-governed 
young Americans marched quietly to 
‘the polls, and. in a voice that. was 
heard around the world registered 
their invincible determination:to pre-- 
serve for themselves and their pos- 
terity the blessings of the liberty with 
which they have been so richly en- 
dowed. 

Yet it may be doubted whether that 
registration impressed the Hohenzol- 
lerns and the German General Staff 
as painfully as the size of the 1918 
class of registrants will do. It means 
that next year, and so long as the war 
lasts if it is to be a protracted strug- 
gle, nearly 1,000,000 youngsters of 
21 will reinforce the large American 
armies already in the field. They will 
come fresh into the contest and 
trained to the hour. The resources 
they represent are so far beyond the 
capacity of Germany that unless her 
present armies can obtain an over- 
whelming and decisive victory in the 
battle now going on in France, final 
defeat, with all it implies politically 
and economically, cannot 
averted. 


THE TELEGRAPH STRIKE THREAT. 

Not until the telegraph strike actu- 
ally arrivés will it be thought possible 
that the mem 'can be so ill-advised in 
their own interests. Still less is it 
possible to believe reports that there 
will be sympathetic strikes in. unre- 
lated trades. Yet the prospect of such 
action is given such credence in Wash- 
ington that a bill has been introduced 
for taking over thé telegraph com- 
panies: on the same basis as the rail- 
ways. 
for such action. The telegraph ‘com- 
panies’ rates have not been regulated 
80 severely that the companies are 
unable to maintain their service. No 
complaint is made that either the 
telegraph or telephone companies are 
not as nearly equal to demands upen 
them as might reasonably be expected. 
There is no prospect that the Gov- 
ernment: can improve those services as 
it improved that of the railways, by 
violating the laws which shackled the 
railways. The telegraph and tele- 
phone companies are not conspiracies 
in restraint of trade, which can be 
dissolved with benefit to their opera- 
tion. There is no prospect that the 
telegraph and teNphone. can be 
worked together :nore efficiently than 
under their present excellent admin; 
istration. The idea’ that. the Post 
Office Department can work those 
great undertakings better than the 
men now in. charge cannot be enter- 
tained so long as the Post Office 
stands arraigned before publi¢ opin- 
ion ‘by more .representative bodies 
than .can be catalogued. 

There can be only one reason for 
such action—the desire to allow priv- 
ilege to combinations professing readi- 
ness to subject the public to. any ex- 
tremity of inconvenience in order. to 
attain ends not proved to be meri- 
torious. There are; such contradic- 
tions regarding psalitiong of employ- 
ment that opinion upon them ‘should 
be held in réserve. Just grievances 
should be remedied, and there has 
been no,refugal of such remedy. The 
strike does not seem to turn upon 
hours or wages. The demand js that 
the telegraph service shall be union- 
ized, whether or not’ the majority of 
telegraphers wish it. Compulsory 
unionization is not the same thing as 
freedom to bargain collectively. It 
flagrantly violates the agreement that 
advantage shall not be taken of the 
war for that purpose. Strikes on pub- 
Be utilities are different from strikes 
in private businesses; especially in 
wartime. Compulsory submission’ to 
arbitration in private industry is im- 
practicable. No man can be expected 
to stiibmit to such regulation for pri- 
vate profit. But strikes on public 
utilities should be as impossible as 
‘strikes by Post Office employés, or 
in the army or navy. 

Government ownership is not the 
remedy for refusal by. either side to 
submit to the award of the War Labor 
Board. A better alternative would be 
for Congress to take jurisdiction of 
the matter and regulate the working 
of unions of public utility employés 
as now it regulates the working of 
public utility corporations.

But as g stern chase it need give us 
no concern., As soon as our “ fab- 
ricating’”’ plants, Hog Island, New- 
ark, Saginaw, Chester, Los Angeles, 
and ‘others, fill their ways the Amer- 
ican product must forge ahead at a 
pace that will soon leave England far 
astern. It will not be at all to her 
discredit, for America will Have a 
marked superiority in ways, ma?erial, 
and numbers of workmen: Even so, 
there must be no dawdling. on this 
side of the water; there are no great- 
er shipbpilders than the artisans of 
the United. Kingdom, man for man, 
and they always do good work. 

It is now estimated that American 
construction for the year will be more 
than 8,000;000 tons. There must be 
a ‘great speeding-up to attain these 
round numbers. To expeet anything 
much in excess of them would be 
unwarrantable optimism. At the same 
time: competition in riveting, laying 
keels, and raising frames has become 
so strenuous, and ways are being 
made ready so rapidly, that construc- 
tion may sogr above 3,000,000 tons. 
Any result less than these figures 
would be a blow to hope. 

TOSS SERRE TS 
THE PASSAIC RIVER FIRE. 

“Greater New York,” the organ of 
the Merchants’ ‘ Association, asserts 
that 6,500 tons of acids are discharged 
into the rivers in the Pittsburgh dis- 
trict each day. Such waste of acid, such 
destruction of pure water, seems -in- 
credible. And yet on the day that the 
assertion was published the Fire De- 
partments, of Newark and Kearny, 
N. J., were called to put out a fire 
on the surface of the Passaic River. 
The river is polluted with the wastes 
of. the factories along its: banks, and 
oils, creosote, acids, and. gases well 
worth saving—apart from the purity 
of the river water—make a film dan- 
gerous to all structures. along the 
banks. Among the threatened build- 
ings were @ bridge of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, the storehouse of the Ameri- 
can’ Can Company, lumber yards, mu- 
nitions stores, and watercraft of minor 
sorts, The flames spread almost like 
an explosion, even singeing the hair 
and eyebrows of watchmen. 
damage was averted more by a change 
in-the tide than by the efforts of the 
firemen to put the river out, so to 
speak. a” 

That way of setting the river afire 
is indefensible. Another warning 
against, such wasteful and dangerous 
pollution ought not to be necessary to 
enforce the argument of the Mer- 
chants’ Association that the Federal 
Government should do its share in 
safeguarding navigable waters, just 
as Mew Mock has set the example re- 
garding local waters of, New York. 
Lake Champlain was once threatened 
in this way, and the mills which were 
compelled’ over their: vigorous protest 
to stop their pollution are now getting 
fifteen cents'a gallon for the waste of 
the sulphite mills and $1.50 a load) for 
precipitated lime. ‘The lake was. res- 
cued and the mills were enriched. 

The Hudson River and its tributaries 
are polluted by the wastes from sixty- 
three chief offenders and numerous 
other factories. The total solid ma- 
terial in this polluted water from in- 
dustrial wastes alone amounts to more 
than a million and a half pounds daily. 
Besides this, the sewage of the in- 
habitants of 175 towns and munici- 
palities enters these rivers. These are 
the offenders who cannot be made. to 
understand that there:is money for 
them inthe prevention of. pollution,

Merchants’ Association has won all the 
contests for pure water it has started. 
It will be of no use at all to. defend. 
filth’ for any shorter period. than ‘ten 
years. It is better to surrender at 
once than after a decade's futile op- 
position.

CHARLES WARREN FAIRBANKS aimed 
at the Presidency all through his pub- 
lic life, and it was @ grievous disap- 
pointment to him that he did hot suc- 
ceed in his aim. He was of the stuff 
of which Presidents have often been 
made; he.came from:a: President-mak- 
ing State; he was on excellent terms 
with men who made Presidents, with 
all of them; and there was nothing un- 
reasonable about his ambition. In 
fact, he seemed to most. people the 
likeliest of all mento realize it, at 
some time if not at any precise time: 
Yet the nearest he got to it was a Vice 
Presidency which he did not want ex- 
cept as a stepping stone, and a subse- 
quent Vice Presidential nomination 
which he did not want at all and 
which in fact offended him. 

The trouble was that his prepara- 
tions for the Presidency matured just 
at the time when such qualifications as 
his were going outof fashion. The easy, 
jogging times that followed the great 
American war gave way to times of 
turmoil in politics, in which the .de- 
mand was for positive men for leaders. 
The times of HaYEs and ARTHUR went 
by and gave place to the times of 
ROosEVELT and Wilson. The change 
eame. just at the wrong time for Mr. 
FAIRBANKS, ‘and frustrated the hope of 


his life.

GERMAN GEOGRAPHERS. 

One of the hardest Napoleonic 
things for even a devotee of the Na- 
poleonic legend to forgive is the Little 
Corporal’s passion for political ‘and 
geographical readjustments. What la- 
bors he laid upon the students of 
historical geography! Those now 
shadowy blotches upon the map, 
those republics, Parthenopaean, Li- 
gurian, Helvetian, and what not, 
those vanished Grand Duchies and 
Kingdoms and Confederations swim 
into the memory again as the Ger- 
man militarists, inheritors of Na- 
POLEON'S. megalomaniacal. obsession 
of world-rule, imitate their model. 

Count that day lost that sees no 
new German division of Russia, no 
new Russian State set off and “rec 
ognized.” The latest Teutonic nurs- 
ling, reported from Kiev, is the “ re- 
public’”’ of White Russia, ‘“ recog- 
nized’”’ by the Ukraine Government, 
itself a puppet of. Germany. The 
process of subdivision can go on in- 
definitely. In Livonia, Courland, Es- 
thonia, Russian Poland, Lithuania, 
Ukraine, the German Junkers have 
vital class interests apart from the 
war. The agrarian magnates east of 
the Elbe, in the heart of Junkerdom, 
are dependent upon Russian and 
Polish peasant labor in their fields. 
They must be sure of that. . They 
must be sure that the land-confisca- 
tion gospel and policy of the Bolshe- 
viki doesn’t taint eastern Prussia. 
German control of western Russia is 
a domestic prophylacti¢ as well as a 
vast economic and political schéme. 

Russia is parceled and subdivided 
by Germany before the eyes of the 
ingénuous Bolshevist heroes of Brest- 
Litovsk. The boundaries of the White 
Russian Republic are not yet stated, | 
have not been defined, perhaps need 
not be. Germany’ simply ‘plots: out 
republics and other governinents 
enough to insure that they will quar- 
rel among themselves, be ‘impotent to 
unite ‘in self-defense against her. 
When the fruit.is ripe it will fall into 
her mouth. From Archangel'to Yaro- 
slav long is the roll of cities anda 
provinces. How many of-those not 
yet gobbled will escgpe the all-de- 
vouring rhaw of the.Germans if they 
are not checked? “In European Rus- 
sia, at least, Germany will not be

democracy over’ Prussianism, but the 
victory of democracy over its: own 
weakness. The. delays, inefficiencies, 
and extravagances.which have been 
complained of in our conduct. of: this 
War were paralleled in our war with 
Spain, but the blame was not on Me- 
Kinley and Hanna; it was on Congress, 
which had set up a.bureaucratie feudal- 
‘fam of bureaus responsible to Congres- 
sional’ ‘committees in the face of the 
Executive, 

“Victory came to us by. default in 
1898, but we can look for no defaults in 
the present war. We have stood by 
while an irresponsible system of admin- 


pork-barrel politics. 

“If we accept the vieW that ineffi- 
ciency and waste are,the price we pay 
for democracy, the days’ of American 
democracy are numbered. France and 
Britain have proved. that democracies 
ean be strong.

Governor Frank O; Lowden of Illinois, 
who was elected on a platform calling 
for more centralization of executive re- 
sponsibility, told of administrative re- 
forms in the Government of his State, 
**In Illinois,"””’ he said, ‘‘ there were 
ever 125 boards, commissions and other 
governmental agencies, all independent 
of one another. We abolished these and 
created nine new departments ‘to :tdke 
over their functions—Finance, Agricul- 
ture, Labor, Mines and Minerals, Pub- 
lic Works and Buildings, Public, Wel- 
fare, Public Health, Trade and Com- 
merce, and Registration and Education.

Supply for Civilian Purposes Is 
. Very Limited.

BOSTON, Mass.; June 5.—The Amer- 
ican Wool and Cotton Reporter will bay 
tomorrow : 

‘‘ There is no definite prospect of’ any 
shortage of wool now, but, on the other 
hand, there is no’ bright outlook for 
civilian fabrics which require certain 
wools. .The stand which the War In- 
dustries Board has taken should be 


enough to indicate that the supply of 
Seoleer cloth will not be large for some 
time to come, and that conservatism is 
more necessary than it has been previ- 
ously. The consumer will not feel any 
effect of the shortage for a long time, 
if anges like a reasonable policy be 


adopt 

ented: basis is high for white. cotton,, 
and there is only a limited supply to be 
had. There seems to be a great deal of 
colored cotton jn. the low grade in the 
South on a fairly reasonable basis, as 
well as a great deal of undesirable bolly 
character cotton. Very few mills, how- 
ever, are using this kind. It is reported 
that the Government is to take -over 
raw cotton.at 28 to 80 cents, and there 

may be ‘develo pments later. 

‘**In the cotto ee market values 
in. distribution hol well or the dis- 
tribution would actua ly have been cut 
in half.. Export trade contiues rather 
extensive, but it is ‘less. than previously, 
and the ‘present distribution is princi- 
pally the result of orders taken in the 

ast. . Altogether, the cotton goods mar- 

‘et appears to be in balance, but the 
auanthy of goods mrenebls is relatively 
small, and ere is an opportunity for 
forcing prices to higher levels.’’ 


SPECIAL COTTON INQUIRY. 


Futures on Exchanges Taken Up by 
Department of Agriculture. 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—The Secre- 
tary of Agriculture announced today 
that a special investigation would be 
made by the Cotton Futures Section of 
the Bureau of Markets into the course 
of cotton futures quotations on the New 
York and New Orleans: Cotton Ex- 
changes. Representations have been 
made to the department that the dis- 
parity between the quotations of mid- 
dling cotton on the spot and of future 
contracts impairs the usefulness of the 
exchanges to manufacturers and dealers 
in hedgin ing transactions and causes a 
feeling uncertainty thfoughout the 
cotton industry. is understood hh 
effort will be made to make the inves 
gation ‘‘ constructive; ’’ that is, that the 
aim will be not so much to -discover 
culprits. as to trace the causes of the 
present situation and discussing practi- 
cal remedies. 

Another question taken up by the de- 
partment is the upsetting of normal dif- 
ferences between low-grade and higher- 
grade cottor through the insistence of 
the War Industries Board on high-grade 
cotton in the specifications on Govern- 
ment orders, even when lower grades 
would do as well. .This has resulted, 
cotton men complain, in a surplus of low 
ae ige and: a.famine in high grade cot- 

with resultant upsetting of the nor- 
sad balance between them. 


Local'.cotton men, including officials 
of the New York Cotton Exchange, said 
yesterday that.the exchange had nothing 
to fear from investigation, and that the 
result will’ be a vindication of its meth- 
oe of conducting an open’ market in 
cotton.

PRICE ‘TOO HIGH: ON SUGAR 


Firm Pléads Ignorance af the Law 
and Sends. Check Covering. 
the’ Penalty. 


The siencviant penalty for profiteering 
on. record since’ the United States Food 
Administration was established was -ad- 
ministered .by the, Federal Food Board 
yesterday in requiring the sugar firm’ 
of Jaburg Brothers of 10 Leonard Street 
to dontribute the sum of $20,000 to’ the 
Red’ Cross Fund in lieu of suspension 
ef their business for violation of the 
rules of the Food Administration. The 
firm notified .the board that it would 
transmit a check for the required 
amount to the Rea Cross at once. The 
sum represents, in addition to a penalty, 
the excess profits made by the firm on 
its sugar transactions prior to Jan. 14 
last, when it was found guilty. st selling 
sugar above the margin fixe by the 
Federal Food Board. 

Jaburg Brothers is a copartnership, 
consisting of John Jaburg, Hugo Ja- 
burg ,and Henry S: Jaburg; The firm 
has been doing Dusiness for thirty-three 

ears, and is one of tHe largest of its 

ind in this country. .It not only fur- 

nishes. raw materials, ‘but also supplies)! 

equipment for bakers and confectioners. 

ut 30 percent. of the gross business 

of the firm.is sugar; In normal times 

they handle some 2,000 barrels a month, 
The firm has about 8,000 customers. 

Under ordinary circumstances, it was 
stated at the Federal Food Board yes- 
terday, the license of the firm Aa 
have been revoked, but the Adminis 
tion decided upon a money contri + 
tion, because the revocation of the 
license would’ undoubtedly tend to dis- 
turb business. 

According to Alen Fox, head of: the 
Bureau of Licenses, an exhaustive -ex- 
amination of the*books: of the firm indi- 
cated that from Nov. 1 to Jan. 18, the 
average advance ‘of their selling price 
over their cost.on sugar was in excess 
of the margin fixed.by the Food Admin- 
istration. ‘The firm offered two explana-~ 
tions. The first ‘was ignorance, that is, 
it did not understand that the sugar 
regulation pieraig the maximum profit 
allowed between buyin; ne and selling price 
at 25 per cent. per 1 pounds, applied 
to bakers’ supply houses, and the second 
explanation was that évén at the price 
charged the firm made little or no 
actual profit on its. sugar transactions.
